James Cunningham, proprietor of ho- 
tels at Excelsior Springs and = Hot 
Springs, who lives at the Hotel Jef- 
ferson, and McGrath were the most im- 
portant witnesses in behalf of the otiner 
version. Cunningham did not see the 
shooting, but he told in detail of the 
threats Williams says the Killians made 
against him. on which he based the 
remarkable defense note, written a shor;

The inquest developed the fact that 
Killian’s way.of carrying his revolver 
will have an important bearing on the 
trial of Williams. Testimony of wit- 
nesses differed as to whether he carried 
the weapon ina hip pocket or, like most 
detectives, in front, with the plunger 
caught over the top of his trousers. 

The testimony differed as essentially 
as to where the revolver was found. 
Some said it was on the floor, as if Kil- 
lian had dropped it when shot. Private 
Watchman Whelan, who took possés- 
sion of it, said it was under Killian’s 
body as he lay face upward on: the 
floor, but was not sure whether it was 
still in a hip pocket. 

Williams Coaches Attorney. 

Williams, sitting at one end of the 
long table, eyed each witness coolly 
and often whispered to his attorney, 
coaching him even to the point of tell- 
ing him when to dismiss a_ witness. 
One instance of this was in the -case of 
Joseph Baker, who said he was a He- 
brew, and later testified that a priest 
had married him. 

“That's enough.’ 
soon as the words left 
mouth, and the witness, 
ney s nod, was allowed 
stand. 

Shannon met Pierce Killian in East 
St. Louls last Wednesday and came with 
him to St. Louis. They met “Don” and 
Lee in McGrath & McMahon's place, 
and spent the evening drinking together, 
leaving that saloon twice. As the party 
entered the saloon the third time, Shan- 
non saw Pierce Killian speak to Wil- 
liams, who was Jolling on a cushioned 
seat on the west side of the room. he 
said. Williams said, “Get away from 
me. 

“He pulled a gun as he saidthat,’’ the 
witness testified. “It pointed in my gen- 
eral direction and I didn’t like the looks 
of it nor the man behind it, so 1-dedged 
back to the south end of the bar. toward 
the Eighth street entrance: 

Says Killlan Was Helpless. 

“Lee Killian was standing facing the 
bar and leaning on it. He was almost 
helplessly drunk. McGrath was near 
him, and Don was standing at the bar 
beside him. I was across the room 
from them, on the west side.

Coroner's Office Crowded. 

The Coroner's office was crowded when 
the inquest began, with Four Courts 
hangers-on and men often seen about 
the Bad Lands, but the leaders among 
such classes were absent. 

Wilitams walked into the room, accom- 
panied by a Deputy Sheriff, almost an 
hour ‘before the inquest began, and sar 
through an inquiry into the death of «a 
man Killed in an explosion. He was 
seif-possessed, and chatted with his at- 
torney, John A. Gernes. 

Dressed entireiy in black, freshly 
shaven and with the wide fringe of hair 
about his baid head carefully brushed, 
he looked more like a clerk than a man 
who has won the appellation of ‘the 
town killer.’’

A pearl was the last 
catch in his mind. 


Finding of the Pearl. 


Mussel clams are the proper bait for 
these river denizens. In his kit was one 
particularly large clam which he had 
reserved for the biggest red horse. He 
placed such reliance on his big clam 
that he turned jit over in his fingers just 
as he was about to bait his hook. His 
fingers encountered a hard substance. 
Curiosity was aroused sufficiently to 
tear the ligaments of the mollusk apart, 
A floating cyrst of the toughness of a 
burr surrounding a nut, rewarded his 
efforts.
